Happy May to all. The year is get- 
ting on in time, and many traditions 
are once again being celebrated. 


Do you know the biggest tradition 
of Ham Radio for this time of the 
year? No, it is not Field Day. That’s 
next month. This month it is the 
Dayton Hamvention. If you’ve 
been around any amount of time, 
you know that the Hamvention 
(when you hear someone talk about 
Hamvention it means only one 
thing: Dayton) goes back 50+ years. 


I’ve been fortunate to attend every 
Hamvention since 1988, and would 
not miss this one coming up. There 
can be no doubt that if it is elec- 
tronic, it is old at Dayton. And if it 
is not sold at the Hamvention, it has 
not been invented yet, though I 
know of one organization that runs 
a Technology Center as part of the 
flea market, where many an inven- 
tion has been brewed in real time.

hibition rooms, there is no better 
place to find out what is going on, 
or will be new, in ham radio. If

“Ham Day” on Saturday, April 
18". It is a real treat to see the en- 
thusiasm of the young hams. And

Handy Wiring Tip 
by Mike W6MBM 


If you find yourself pulling wire 
in tight spaces (e.g. an attic crawl 
space), you might want to borrow 
a tool from your golfing buddy. 
The telescoping ball retrievers 
used by golfers work very nicely! 
They expand to 12 or more feet 
depending on the model...some 
even have a hook-shaped device 
that is perfect for snagging the 
end loop of a pull cord. Because 
they collapse to a four-foot 
closed position, they can be eas- 
ily maneuvered in tight spaces.

At the March meeting of SAN- 
DARC, the group voted to raise 
the fee for exam sessions from $3 
to $5 per session. Last year's ex- 
penses for administering the tests 
was about $600 more than the 
income. The Council decided that 
this should become effective on 
July 1, 2003.
